BIBLIOGRAPHY OF CBTE-CBC MATERIALS AVAILABLE THROUGH 
THE STATE DEPARTMENTS OF EDUCATION IN THE 50 STATES 



Competency-Based Teacher Education (CBTE) and Competency Based 
Certification (CBC) are two of the most intensely debated, described, 
praised, condemned concepts in educational circles today. At least 
one thing is clear. There has been considerable interest in and fund- 
ing of CBTE since 1969 by the U.S.O^E. Houston and Howsam noted that 
"the real thrust of the competency-based movement as it applies to 
teacher education appears to have been generated by the U.S.O.E. 
Elementary Education Models Project"^. In these projects, developers 
of each of the 10 models funded, independently arrived at an emphasis 
on competencies. 

Since the completion and release of information on the 1969-1970 
Elementary Education Models Projects, a variety of pilot programs 
sprang up in institutions of higher education across the country. Sev- 
eral factors or forces have been suggested as reasons for the rapid 
growth of CBTE and CBC. Allan Schmeider noted the following forces 
which he feels have accelerated the growth of CBTE-CBC: 

1. the growing press for accountability; 

2. the increasing focus of political action on fiscal issues; 

3. the management organization movement;

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4. the growing press for personalization/individualization of 
education; 

5. the continued investment of federal funds in CBTE-CBC 
deve lopment ; and 

6. the desire of state education departments to develop more 

effective teacher education program and teacher certifica-

tion standards and guidelines. 
The foregoing introduction is most abbreviated and surely omits 
many important aspects of the so called "CBTE-CBC movement". The 
writer is primarily concerned with two aspects of CBTE-CBC activity in 
this bibliography. First, the previously noted press for accountability 
in education and the growing political attention given to the fiscal 
demands of educators, has made CBTE-CBC attractive to some srate and 
national politicians. This new interest is at best a mixed blessing. To 
the extent that those responsible for the funding of education require 
that all educators clearly state their program goals and then begin tc 
(develop procedures that will show how funds received were used and the 
extent to which program goals were achieved, the press for accountability 
may be most valuable. To the extent that those responsible for the funding 
of education expect and/or require "instant and total" installation of inno- 
vations and educational accountability the demands will be counter-productive, 
i.e. such demands simply cannot realistically be met. In some states the 
press for accountability and hence CBTE-CBC has been more insistent that 
in others. CBTE-CBC has, in many instances, been seen the means through

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which accountability, both programatic and fiscal can be rapidly 
applied to the total process of teacher education. 

Second, how have the fifty state departments of education been 
effected by the CBTE-CBC movemenr? Several national surveys have been 
conducted in the past two years, such as:
